6 HE people of Berne have two 
forts, ong fubject to great vari- 
ations, the- other always the fame. 
There are of the firft fort many in the 
capital, and in many other parts of the 
canton, which are filled more or 4efs, 
accordingly as the abundance of the 
Karveft, and goodnefs of the grain, 
furnith an opportunity; for, befides 
the fixed revenue which the ftate*hath 
in fee-farm rents, it hath q great quan- 
of tithes, which are of a very ca- 
ual, and very different produce: When 
there are feveral fruitful years in fuc- 
ceéffion the granaries of this fort in the 
apital become full; but in other parts, 
if there is an appearance; towards 
Eafter, of a good harveit, the corn is 
fold, which 1s in the caftles of the dif- 
férent bailiwicks, after having paid the 
féveral falaries to which they are made 
liable; and the bailiffs, who have a 
certain revenue made good to them, 
account for the furplus to the cham- 
ber of mee cre, i gt The ‘ma- 
azines of this capital, on the contrary, 
ever optred and fold ‘but in dear 
times; and then care is taken -not 
to fell to any family more than is fuf- 
ficient for its fupply, and always below 
the market price.’ 

As t6 the m — of the fecond 
fort, they are the provifion, and 
were eftablithed in purfuance of a con- 
vention, called the difentional, which

Gare to refill them without delay. 
This is, fir, in abridgment, an x. 
count of the magazines for the provi. 
fion of corn in the canton of Berne. 
Several or Fe within fifteen years, 
having caufed the common People to 
fuffer by the high price which they 
were obliged to give for their bread, 
and the corn which the government 
caufed to be purchafed in Burgund 
and Suabia, and refold to a great lof 
having given but: little relief to the 
mifery of the poor, there is at prefent 
ee under confideration at Berne, 
ich, if it is brought to pafs, will, 
in all probability, prevent the fubjetts 
of this ftatefrom paying very dear for 
their bread for the time to come; 
which is this: It is-propofed to build, 
in thofe parts of the canton which are

wine, which are annexed to a number 
of employments, and to fupply the 
citizetis therewith at a moderate 
H price, obferving the fame precaution as 
when they fell corn at alow price; but 
che falaries in wine have by little and lit- 
de encreafed to fuch a degree, that at 
this day there is fo little left to be laid 
ip, that after two fucceeding fhort 
years, the ftate finds itfelf wnder a:nie- 
ceflity of paying a great part of the 
falaries in money, which were appoint- 
ed to be paid in wine, in order to

fifty fhips and twenty. gallies; with 
which force France, in this fame year 
1657, retook from Spain the two ‘mail 
ifles of St.Margarite and St. Honorate;’ 
lying on the coaft of Provence, near 

tibes,; which the latter crown had 
onnennens two years before, and there- 
hy had greatly annoyed that’ coat. 
This they did, after twice vanquifhing’ 
the Spanith fleet, and taking five larger 
Spanith thips,: Sean gallies and’ 
eighteen {maller veflels, ) .

N addition to the argumentscontain- 
ed in the extract from the hiftory 
of Kamtfchatka, which I lately fent 
you, for proving that America was 
firft peop m che north-eatt of Afia, 
feveral other arguments may be g2- 
thered ‘from that hiftory, and from 
Mr: Muller’s voyages; for though 
it now feems to certain, that 
there is an open fea between the 
two continents, yet it is towards 
the north fo narrow, that it may 
be eafily paffed in the canoes oF 
boats made ufe of by the people on 
both fides, efpecially the ftraits between 
the Tchukot(chi Nofs, or cape, and 
the continent of America ; and if any 
credit can be given to the people who 
live ‘upon that cape, there is an ifland 
os ) te to, ‘pee Bonen fight 
» to whic may, in 
a day. pals over in their boats ; and 
from that ifland may be feen in a <i 
’ 
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day & ange ne gir eaftward 
> ey mn every 
bia sty refemble the Tchukotfchi 
fatave but, this continent, they 
fy, is a much better country than 
cher own, as. it has large forefts of 
fir, pine, larch, and cedar trees, and 
rivers running from the eaft, and 
Etting ‘ate the fea upon the weft fide 
of it *. 

It is therefore highly probable, that 
many ages fince fome people have paifl- 
ed over from thé north-eaft of Afia to 
the oppofite coaft of America, and 
finding that country more fruitful and 
better provided with game of all forts 
than their own; it is natural to fu 

fe, that they. would fettle there ; for 
Perting and fifhing were the only me- 
thods they had been aceuftomed to, 
of procuring themfelves either food or 
raiment: Even to. this day the peo- 
ple upgn the north-eaft coaft of Afia, 
never think of fowing or reaping 5 
and the character of being providus fu- 
turi, is a character that no way be- 

to any of the natives we know 
in America. . The north-weft coaft of 
America. having been thus provided 
with a few inhabitants, it is alfo na- 
tural to fuppofe, that their pofterity 
would from thence by degrees {pread 
tothe fouthward and _ at laft over the 
whole continent of America. This 
tonjettureis ftrongly confirmed by two 
very remarkable circumftances: We 
know that the natives of, America 
have no beards, or if a few hairs grow 
about the mouth, they pull them out 
as foon as they begin to appear: The 
taleis the very fame with regard to 
all the natives inhabiting the North- 
tat continent of Afia +. Another 
circumftance is the ‘total igno ance of 
that deftructive'as well as ufeful metal 
salled iron or fteel.’. The natives of 
America had found: out the method 
of refining gold amid filvet, and of 
making feveral little: trinkets of thofe 


mys but they knew nothing of irou 
or Keel, when the Europeans came firft 
among nor ‘had they any wea- 


or mens of that metal 
: tell’ us the fame of the 
Kamtfchatdales, and the neighbour- 
oe aations upon the nofth-eaft coaft 

Afia. They mi ht perhaps have feen 
fome iron or fteel arms of inftruments 


among the Japonefe, who happened 
to be thipwrecked upon their coats ;

carry on their wars more by ftratagem 
than bravery, as they never will open- 
ly attack their enemies unlef forced to 
it by neceflity; and the male prifoners 
they take, efpecially if they are men 
of confequence, are treated with all 
manner of barbarity, fuch as burning, 
hewing them to pieces, tearing their 
entrails out whilft alive, and hangin 
them up by their feet till they expires 
but it isnot faid that fcalping has asyet 
been introduced among them, probed 
bly becaufe they are not yet generally 
provided with tharp knives; nor was 
this cruel cuftom introduced among 
the Americans, till the Europeans pro- 
vided them with inftruments pro 
for the purpofe, and promifed them a 
reward for every fcalp; but with re- 
ard to their male prifoners, they are 
ill equally cruel with thofe I\may 


now call their anceftors of Afia, and 


carry on all their wars more by ftra- 
tagem, ambufcadé, or furprife, thaa 
by bravery. 

With regard to the form of govern- 
ment among the people in the north- 
eaftern parts of Afia, we are told, 
chap. 3d, that before the Ruffian con- 
queit, they lived in perfect freedom, 
having no chief, being fubje& to no 
law, nor paying any taxes; the old 
men, or thofe who were remarkable 
for their bravery, bearing the princi« 
pal authority in their villages, though 
none had any right to command or in- 
flict punifhment; and they were fo 
ignorant of numbers, thatmone could 
count above ene hundred, very few 
above twenty, and even that, not with- 
eut the help of their toes and fingers. 
Are not the people in moft parts of 
America ftill in the very fame drustion,

and what credit I had, collected goods 
to the amount of about 6cl. confit.

pence of one shilling arrived in Hol- 
aud ; from whence to Franckfort, tr 
velling as a poor Jew, and was relieved 
by my own nation m the way, *& 
cording to our cuftom -of sproviding 
for fuch, by giving them a {upp 
ftraw to lie-on, breakfaft in the mom 
ing, and one penny. Thus, at theen 
of my journey, I found myfelf a richer 
man than when I left London.

therefore I fhall return to Saxony, 
where the imperial army with a de- 
tachment of Auftrians, encamped near 
Drefden, and General Hulfen, with a 
body of 15000 Pruffians, encamped at 
Schiettow near Meifien, were left, as I 
have betore mentioned, whien the king 
of Pruffia and M. Daun marched from 
thence. 

Between thefe two hoftile armies, 
thus left in Saxony, nothing of im- 
portance happened, as the Pruffians 
were to be only upon the defenfive, 
till after the middle of Auguft, when 
the Imperial and Auftrian army began 
to move towards them and this at laf 
brought on an engagement, of which 
an account from the Pruffian camp at 
Torgau, may be feen in ditto g. 
p- 484. 

But as the combined army remain- 
ed mafters of the field of battle, and 
of fuch of the wounded Pruffians as 
could not be carried off, they claimed 
the victory, of which they gave usa 
long acconnt, wherein they taid, that 
the lofs of the Pruffians might amount 
to 3000 men, killed, wounded, priion- 
erty or deferters; but that the lof on 
their fide was only about 1800.

Thus the Pruffians 
and their enemies were at the end of 
this campaign on every fide, almoft in 
the very fame fituation, in which they 
had ended the preceeding, which re- 
dounded greatly to the honour of his 
Pruffian majefty, confidering the num- 
ber and the power of the nations that 
were confederated for his deftruétion, 
efpecially as it may be faid, that he 
had the chief direction of the war on 
both fides of Germany. 

There now remains to be added to 
the hiftory of the war for the year 
1760, only an account of the brave- 
ry of conduct of fome particular fhips 
or failors at fea, of which I fhall give 
but a few, not for want of matter, as 
numerous inftances of the fame kind 
happened this year as well as every for- 
mer, but merely for the fake of bre- 
vity. The firit inftance of this kind 
which I fhall mention, is, of the Bri- 
tannia, a merchant fhip, Capt. Tho- 
mas Harrifon, of which fee anh ac- 
count in ditto Mag. p. 214. and in 
gratitude to him, as well as for en- 
couraging the commanders of all mer- 
chant thips to behave in the fame man- 
ner, his owners foon after purchafed

Curious Remarks on Tillage, continaed 
from p. 95. 

O prove by an experiment what 

we have faid with regard to light 
foils, let us fuppofe that a flight plow- 
ing only is given to half a field, and 
that the other half is thoroughly plow- 
ed feveral times. If, fome time after, 
in dry weather, the whole field is 
plowed anew, fo that the furrows may 
crofs thofe of the old fallow, the earth 
of that part of the field which was 
well plowed will be vifibly of a darker 
colour than that which was only flight- 
by tilled, which evidences the advan- 
tage the field has received from the 
_plowings. 

A farmer, under the prefident de

As thefe facts are proved by many 
aperiments, and well known to be 
me, why then do not the farmers 
mreafe the number of their plow- 
is? Several things prevent them 
fon doing it: 1. Many farmers pre- 
krve their ftubble to feed their fheep ; 
i they turned over this ftubble imme- 
duly after harveft, they would lofe 
tis advantage. This reafon, which 
my hold good in well-cultivated pro- 
mees, can have no force im fuch 
fms as have heaths and paftures 
wherein to turn their flocks. 2. Some 
jars are fo dry, or fo wet, as to re- 
tnd the works, as much time elapfes 
iefore it is = to plow; in this 
tafe the beft hufbandmen can give but 
liree plowings to their wheat-lands. 
oy * are fenfible of the advan- 

} OF proper tillage, give four 
powings in favourable eafons ; and 
are careful to plow thofe lands 
that moft want it; that is to fay, 
fich as are very weedy ; fuch as harden 
bythe heat ; fuch as having been traver- 
y carriages, or plowed at impro- 
Prtimes, are full of clods ; for we mutt 
wt aloneincreafethe plowings, but give 
them at proper times. A ftrong and hea- 
bay asa ftiff clay, would bemorehurt 
m ight into tilth by being plow- 
wet; inftead of its particles being 
id and divided, it would be knead- 
turned into great clods, which 
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being baked and hardened by the fun, 
would make it very difficult to plow. 

If we plow with a view to deftroy 
weeds’ it is proper to ftay till the feeds 
of them are come up, and the fal- 
low looks n before we give the 
land a fecond plowing. The plow 
then buries the weeds, which enrich 
the land inftead of impoverifhing it. 
But if the plowings -were given one 
inimediately after the other, the weeds 
which the firft plowing had buried, 
would be again turned up, and onl 
thrive the better for having been moved. 
There is no better way of deftroying 
weeds than by plowing in the hot, dry, 
fummer weather. 

Some foils cannot be plowed too 
deep: where the earth under the fur- 
face is good, it ferves inftead of ma- 
nure, and replaces that which had 
been long in ufe. In others, on the 
contrary, feveral crops would be lo& 
by plowing too deep. 

An attention to thefe matters diftin- 
guifhes the thinking and rational far- 
mer from the clown, who is.content to 
drive his plow. Unhappily we have 
too many of this laft fort, who, ac- 
cuftomed to work, but incapable of 
reflexion, blindly follow the path laid 
down by their fathers ; and this is the 
reafon that fo much fine land that 
would bear good crops, either lies 
wafte or fcarcely returns its feed. We 
fhall convince our readers that the me- 
thods of making an eftate profitable 
are-neither difficult nor fublime, but 
plain and fimple; but we muft firft 
dwell a little on the proper way of 
plowing.

A Method of making Mead, that will he 
nearly as good as fome foreign Wines. 
“M Y firft and beft fort I make ag 

follows. Ofthis I make generally 
ahogthead every year. To one hundred 
and twenty gallons of pure water, the 
fofter the better, I put fifteen gallons 
of clarified honey. When the honey is 
well mixed with the water, I fill my 
copper, the fame I ufe for brewing, 
which holds only fixty gallons, and 
boil it till it is reduced about a fourth 
part; I then draw it off, and boil 
the remainder of the liquor in. the 
fame manner. When this laft is about 
a fourth part wafted, I fill up the copper 
with fome of that which was frft boiled, 
and continue boiling it, and, filling it 
up till the copper contains the whole 
of the liquor, or muft; by which 
time it is of courfe half evaporated. 
imuit obferve, thatin boilingI never 
take off the fcum; but, on the contrary, 
have it well mixed with the liquor, 
whilt boiling, by means of a jet. 

When this is done, I draw it off into 
under-backs by a cock at the bottom 
of the copper, where I let it remain 
till it is only as warm as new milk. 
At this time I tun it up, and fuffer 
it to ferment in the veilel, where it 
will form a thick head. As foon as 
it has done-working, I ftop it down 
very clofe, in order to keep the air 
from it as much as poffible. 

I keep this, as well as all my mead, 
in a cellar or vault, I have for the 
purpofe, being very deep and cool, 
and the door fhuts fo clofe, as to keep 
out, ina manner, all the outward air; 
fo that the liquor is always in the fame 
temperature, being not at all affefted 
by change of weather: and to this I 
attribute, in’ a great meafure, the 
goodnefs of my mead. 

Before I had this vault dug and 
made, I ufed to bury my cafks deep 
in the ground, as the Romans ferved 
their wines, leaving them fo buried 
three months at leait. This, I found 
was of great fervice in mellowing the 
liquor; but it ruined my catks fo, 
that I was in a few Years tired of 

the 
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the practice, and made the vault above 
mentioned. 

. Another proportion I have of mak- 
ing mead is to allow eighty pounds of 
purified honey to one hundred and 
twenty-gallonsof foft water, which I ma- 


inthem a king, inallrefpects, like. 


thatfiritabove mentioned ; and it proves 
very pleafant, good:, light drinking, 
and. is by many prefe to the other, 
which ismuch richer, andhas afuller fia- 
vour; but at the fame time it is more 
inebriating, and apt to make the head 
ach if drank in too large quantities : 
therefore, upon the whole, I imagine 
the laftto be the proportion that makes 
the wholefomeft liquor for common 
drinking, the other being rather, 
when properly preferved, a rich cer- 
dial, fomething like fine old malaga, 
which, whieh in perfeétion, is efteemed 
the beft of the Spanifh wines. 

I chit, in genéral,' to ‘have this 
liquor pure and genuine, “though ma- 
ny love it beft ‘when it has att aromatic 
favour :—Such mix elder, ‘Yofemary, 
and marjoram flowers with it, and ufe 
cinnamon, cloves, ginger, pepper, and 
cardamoms, in various proportions; 


according to their tafte. Others put 
in a mixture of thyme,eglantine, mar- 


joram, and rofemary, with various 
fpices ; but I do not approve this laft 
practice at all ; as n herbs areapt to 
make mead drink flat, and too many 
cloves, befides influencing it greatly 
in the tafte, make it high coloured. 

I never bottle my mead before 
it is half a year old, and when I do I 
take. care to have it well corked, and 
keep it in the fame vault wherein it 
ftood whilft in the catk.

A Method of preparing Peas for Hog- Meat, 


recommended. 


‘4 At E W years ago I hada plenti- 

fulcrop of peas on a ten acre 
piece, which lies near my houfe: 
When they were full podded and 
nearly ripe, I had them hooked in the 
ufual manner ; but before I could get 
them in, there came a heavy fhower 
of rain, which wetted them: through 
and through; and the dull heavy wea- 
ther, with frequent fhowers, which 
followed, prevented their drying for a 
confiderable time. 

I caufed the wads to be, from time 
to time, turned, to prevent the haulm, 
from rotting; and at length, a few 
days fun-fhine dried them enough to 
be inned ; foras they lay hollow, the 
wind was greatly afliftant to the ope- 
ration. 

BeforeI got them in, on examining 
fome of the pods, I found that the 

eas were all {prouted to a confidera- 
ble length: this was what I had _ ex- 
pected, as I gave my crop over for loft, 
till after a little recolleétion, as the 
weather ftill continued fine I deter- 
mined to threfh them in the field. 

This was accordingly done; and 
the corn, after it was caft and ridelled 
to feparate it from the rubbifh, was 
dried on my malt-kiln. : 

When this operation was over, I 
began to refie&t in what manner I 
fhould difpofe of my peas, being fen- 
fible that they could not be proper 
for feed, and ftanding no chance of 
difpofing of them to any advantage in 
the market. 

At length, -as it was’ then a time of 
war, and of courfe there was agreat de- 
mand for pork for the ufe of the navy, 
I determined to buy ‘in a confiderabie 
nuimber of lean hogs, that I might by

~ 
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their means confume this crop on my 
own premifes, and in that manner make 
the moft of it. 

My expeétations were more than 
anfwered, for I found, by repeated 
experience, that three bufhels of the 

as I have mentioned went near- 
y as far in fattening the hogs I 
bought, as four bufhels got in dry and 
bard in the manner ufually prattifed. 

This difcovery I made feveral years 
ago, and it has turned out to my ade 
vantage ; for fince that time I have 
been quite indifferent as to the wea- 
ther in which my peas are hooked ; 
being rather better pleafed, as far as 
rélates to them, with wet, than dry 
weather: but if the weather happens 
to bedry at the time they are ripe, I 
always caufe as many as [ want for 
feeding my hogs, which are not a tew 
in a year, to be regularly malted in the 
fame manner, nearly,’ as my barley: 
This management has, of late, | fuc- 
ceeded very well with me, and I there- 
fore intend to continue it. 

Befides feeding my hogs with thefe 
malted peas, | have often given them 
to my horfes,with which they agree 
very well, and are heartening foo 

Turkeys will fatten apace on them 
alfo, and be fine meat. 

I have applied my malted peas to 
many other ules, which I have not, 
at prefent, time to enumerate: But 
were they only ufed for feeding hogs 
and hortes. it is fill worth while to 
prepare fome in this manner every 
year. '
